NEW YORK, June 14.—Secretary

For the three authorised a 
year ago, bidders will be asked to 
quote prices both with and without 
sheathing, because the law stipulates 
that those vessels should be sheathed 
with wood and copper. The depart- 
ment endeavored ineffectualiv to have 
Congress remove this restriction at the 
last session. th houses of Congress 
favored the project to omit sheathing, 
but the clause in the bill to that ef- 
fect disappeared at the last moment. 
The other two ships were not affected 
by the earlier stipulation, and the de- 
partment has decided that they shail 
not be sheathed.

Shortcake. 

N “OLD SUBSCRIBER” to the 
Tribune has asked us to repeat the 
rule formerly ‘given in these col- 
umne for that favorite American deli- 
cacy, “strawberry shortcake.” A well- 
made shortcake ie a species of crust 
in which the New England housek r 
especially excels. Thies crust, or n 
biscuit, wae formerly raised with soda 

and cream tartar, but a good 
wder is now generally substituted 
or it. It makes a little drier crust, so 
prefer to wee the old 
and . Use plenty of 
“shortening” in thie cake, and use 
nothing but sound, sweet butter, as 
nearly ealtiess as you can get. To 
make a emall circular shortcake, about 
ten or t inches in diameter, meas- 
ure out three cups of the best pastry 
flour: bread flour can be used, but it 
does not make as tender a shortcake. 
Add to the flour three even t n- 
fuls of baking powder (or one liberal 
ful of cream tartar and half a 
t nful of soda.) Sift the flour 
and the baking powder together three 
times, or mix the soda and cream tar- 
tar in the same way if that le used in 
place of baking - Rub through 
the sifted flour two liberal tablespoon- 
fulse of butter. If it is quite salty. 
wash at first In clear, cold water. Rub 
ou the mixture is perfectly fine. 
This will take five or six eaten 
Add a liberal cup of rich milk, and 
stir it in quickly. This will make a 
soft dough. If pastry flour ts ueed 
about one-eighth of a cup more milk 
will be necessary to make a _ 0~<oft 
dough. It must be soft enough to h- 
stirred. Dredge a little flour on the 


pastry board, dredge flour lightly over” 


the shortcake dough, and turn it cout 
on the board. Roll it out after dredg«- 
ing it again until it is about half an 
inch thick. Cut out two cakes to fit a 
circular pie tin with rather straight. 
high sides. Rub enough melted butter 
over these cakes to cover them, and 
lay them one above the other. Bake 
them in a quick oven. When thev are 
thoroughly done take.them out of the 
oven and split them apart: put a thick 
layer of etrawherries cut in two. and 
mixed with sugar on each. Pile ther 
together and servé them at once with 
whipped cream or a strawberry sauce. 
This is made by mixing a bow! of 
strawherries with sugar and allowin~ 
them to stand In 4 rather warm plac 
until the tiuice draws out and cover: 
them. Strain this juice and cool ft 
and use it as a sauce. Serve it fn oe 
boat by itself, pouring it over thr 
shortcake ae it is served.— Tribune.
